Motors, caterpillar 
tracks, and various 
large boxes were observed 
to be unloaded. After 
November 1 9h9, shipments 
arrived at longer inter- 
vals. A fuel depot, 

■hose tanks could not be 
seen, was located close 
to the depot. Among 
others, motor vehicles 
of the air force units 
from the airfield 
(N53-16, EU5-1?) north- 
east Of fee railroad 
station were refilled 
there.

Guard 
personnel wore blue-bordered 
red epaulets with the number
